Talking With Flags. 

Probably it was hecatse they had no tele 
scopes thet they made so little use of flags= 
for, unless flags ean be accarately read and 
Astinguished, the message they aro intended 
to convoy is unintelligible, However that may 
he, the ancients employed them only for quite 
general purposes.

A Prohistorie: Method. 

Ancient history, too, often speaks of mistakes 
and. misunderstandings, that did not always 
turn out so happily as the accidental blaze that 
drew Robert the Bruce from Arran to the 
Ayrehite coast. But even in those early days 
there were some who had left. these crude 
Deginnings far behind, The empire of Persia 
between the sixth and fourth contiries nc. 
stretched from India to tho western shares of 
Asia Minor, Tt was marvel of organization, 
Te offers, for instance, the first example of an 
ficient postal system. More than that: 
there war'a highly-developed state servioe of 
fire-siguals, If we can believe Aristotls, th 
Persian King—seated in his eapital at Susa— 
was fully informed within twenty-four hours of 
every important event that happened in any 
part of his vast dominions. Aristotle does not 
‘explain how it was done. But Greek analogies 
show that it wa not impossible. 

"The oldest known writer on the art of war, 
who flourished toon after 400 nc, describes a
